Allowable subject matter has been indicated in the previous Office Action, dated 

06/20/2003. Applicant has amended claims 1 and 13 to include the step of "heating 
electrically conductive partition plate" into the sequence of cleaning steps, which is not 
anticipated or suggested by prior art references.
